THE BANKRUPT LAW. 


The action of the senate in amending 

the bill to repeal the bankrupt law is 

rather singular, when we consider the 

fact that the bill originated in the eer~ 

ate. What has caused these statesmen 

to change their minds and put such a 

foolish amendment as the one sdopied 

—to let the law remain in force until 
the lst of January ? It was reasona»le 
to suppose that a bill so universsl'y 
demanded by the people would pass’ 
that body even if it had not been fully 
considered and passed on before, with-~ 
out so much hesitation. It has been 
referred to the judiciary committee. 

It isto be hoped it will not be pers 
mitted to slumber there—unless they 
have fully determined to let the bill 
take effect at some future day. If they 
have, thcn it is better not to interfere 
with the bill: at all, It will certain'y 
destroy confidence between our people 
if it is to take effect in future. 

The bankrupt law Las served its pur- 
pose. It was a good law to relieve our 
people who were honestly involved in 
debt by the resulis of thelaw. Many 
worthy citizens haye been 
compelled to take advantase 
of it—but it was often made 
the shield to protect dishonest mea. 
It destroys confidence,and often makes 
dishonest men out of good citizens.

A New York dispatch states that Mr.

He said precedents had Precedents 
are sometimes poser bees.

port, and seid it was in opposition to the clearly 
stated law of the church as laid down in the 
maanwal of the church by the grea‘ legal mind 
of the church, Bisho, McTyeire. He did not 
consider David Morton asa delegate from the 
Denver conference and could not represent the 

] local intereste of that conference. He said he 
had no es.ptioas motive, and t.at Mr. Morton 
wes oneof his best friends, but he spoke for 
what he supp2sed the law of the church and the 
ju*tace of the case. 

Rev J KE Evans, of the North Georgia confer- 
ence, folicwed in a speech on the subject, read- 
ing firctthe law of the church regulating the 
election of delegates to the general conference 
and the conditions of eligibility. He opposed 
the majority report, and said precedents ought 
to be most carefully scanned before they are 
followed. 

The biehop asked if the clear conditions of the 
law had uot been complied with. 

Rev J © Simmons, of the Pacific conference, 
spoke in favor of seating Mr Morton, He con- 
tended that the law had been fully complied with 
and the delegate wae fully eatitled to the seat, 
having been a member of the Denver confe:- 
ence when elected. 

Dr McFerrin, of Tennessee, spoke,in fayor of 
seating the delegate. 

Rev N H Lee, of Louisville, toox the same 
view of the case. 

Rey P A Peterson, of Virginia, spoke on the 
question, stating that he regarded the majority 
report as violative of the fundamental princi- 
ples of representation. The repres.ntative 
capacity of any man ceases when he ceases to be 
@ member of the conference that elects him. He 
illustrated his views by instances, showing that 
under the report a man could represent two con- 
ferences in the general conference. 

The report was clearly in opposition to the 
spirit of the law of the church. 

Previous question was called by Rev W F

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The conference was called to order at 

five minutes befere 9 yesterday morning, Biso~ 
op Kavanaugh presiding. 
Divine services were held and were conduct- 
edinan impressive manner by Rev. A 8 Au~ 
drews, D.D, ofthe Alabama conference, wi0 
read appropriate scripture, and after singiug, 
offered an earnest prayer. 

The minutes of the af:ernoon session of the 
day previous were read, amended and adopted. 

The seats allotted to the conference were {fall 
and the body seemed thoroughly ready for busi- 
Dess. 

The attenaance of spectators was very #00d, 
even at the beginning of the session, and by 
noon the house was quite full, and many were 
not able to get seats. 

Bisnop Paine took the chair at the conclusion 
of the reading of the minutes. 

The room was adorned with a red string, 
which was siretched across to mark the bouads 
of the conference bar. 

Several pew arrivals were announced and re- 
corded by the secretary. 

It was moved by Rev N H D Wilson, of North 
Carolina, that the committee on publishing in- 
teresis be composed of two delegates from cach 
conference instead of one. The mover wished 
one lay and one clerical member from each con- 
lereuca., 

Rev R Abbey, of Mississippi, hoped the mo- 
tion would be postponed until the committee 
could meet and try its present members. 

Rev AS Andrews, of Alabama, favored the 
motion and said to at on all the :mportant com-~ 
mittees there should be one lay and one clerical 
del -gate from eacu conference. The delegations 
are equall; divided between the clergy and the 
laity and we want all the wisdom we can gt on 
these committees, and ev.ry source of informa- 
tion should be utilized. He thought es large 
committee was better for business than a «mal! 
one,and hoped the committee would be in- 
creased as proposed. 

Dr. Wilson, of Norih Carolina, again sp.ke in 
favor of his motion,and added reasons way the 
coaference ¢ hould adopt his suggestion . 

Rey. A. K W d,of the Little Rock con- 
ference, spoke In opposition to the moticn, and 


proposed, he would ask a subscription i» hire 
street cars or pomies to carry, around the ‘mem- 
bers of the several church conferences which are 
represented by so few delegates that they will be 
on sO many committees that they can pzoperly 
attend te none. The propo:ed object was to get 
the voice of the church, but it would not be done- | 
The smaller delegations wanteu to do ai they 
could, but they did not want to be werked to 
death. He hoped the committees would be al- 
lowe, to stand as they are. 

Rev. W. H. Watkins, of Miseissippi, speke in 
favor of tne motion, while he denied any ‘nten- 
tion to do injustice to the smaller confierences. 

Rev. R. K. Hargrove, of Tennessee, favored 
the motion. 

T J Megruder, of Baltimore, offered a resolu- 
tion as a substitute, to the effect that thecon- 
ference appoint a special committee of seven to 
examine into the condition of the pubiishing 
Louse, and report as soon as possible, the mat- 
ter then going before the larger committe». 

Rev J OU A Clarke, of the South G2orgia con- 
ference, thought a reconsideration would first 
be necessary before the resolution could be put. 

The chair so ruled. 

Rey RA Young, of Tennessee, was iu favor 
of the motion to inerease the commiitee on 
publishing interests. 

The proposei substitute of Mr. Magruder was 
tabled. 

Rev A H Kedford, of the Louisville confer: 
ence, fayored the motion to enlarge the com- 
mittee. He said no more important gasstion 
would come before the body than the examina- 
tion of the condition of the publishiny; inter 
ests of the church, and the conference ehould 
moat carefuliy consider it. 

Dr. Winfield, of Little Rock, said he bad mis- 
understood the motion, and withdrew his oppo- 
sition. 

A resolution by Rev. H. J Adama, of the 
North Georgia conference, that tue biehops ap- 
point a epecial committ<e of nine to exan:ine the 
publishing interests, was tabled. 

Thos. Branch, of Virginia, 0; posed any in- 
crease in the committee, in a few strong re- 
marks. He said a large committee wouid be too 
bu.ky for business, 
~ The vote was then taken on the motivn to in- 
crease the committee, and it was catiiea by a 
large majority. 

Dr. C. K. Marshall, of Mississippi, moved 
tha. the conference take a recess of five minutes 
in order that each delegation might send up its 
additional name for the commii.ce on publish- 
log interest. 

Rev. A. 8. Andrews, of Alabama, opposed 
the motion. The motion for recess was witb- 
drawn, but was renewed by Bov. W, F. Cook, 
of Atlanta, and was lost. 

A substitute was offered, and carried, that the 
secretary at the end of five minutes cal! the roi] 
of conferences, and each delegation send up its 
additional name forthe committee on the pub- 
lishing interest of the church. 

At theend of five minutes the conference 
was cailed to order and the roll of conferences 
being called the additional members of the 
committee on publishing iterests were announc 
ed in order: 

These names will appear in the full list of the 
committees, whieh will be published to-morrow- 
Considerable time was occupied in the additions 
and rectifying ot the names on this important 
committee, whose action will be of sich great 
importance to the conference and the church. 

Rev Jesee Boring, ofthe north Georgia con- 
ference, asked that more perfect quiet pe main- 
tained in order that everybody might hear. 

Rev W F Cook, of the north Georgia, offered 
names to be added to the committee an public 
worship. They were James Jackson, I? E Raw- 
son, W Wood, John Collier,O A Thrower, W 8 
Thompson, all lay members of loca! Methodist 
churches, 

The places of meeting for the standing com- 
mittees were read by the secretary, and Mr Cook 
moved that all the committees mest at 2% 
o’clock to organize. Carried. 

The president took up the regular order of 
business and called for 

REPORTS 

of standing committees. There were none. Re- 
ports from special committees were malled for 
and the committee on credential reported 
through their chairman, Rey. 8. Revister, sta- 
ting that 8. Register had been elected chairman 
of the committee, and H. W. Foote, secretary. 
The committee stated that they had considered 
several cases of contested eligibility, but had 
come to a conclusion on two only. 

They recommended that Rey, David Morton 
be admitted as a clerical delegate from the 
Denver conference, and that Hon. John Hogan 
be admitted as a lay delegate from the St. Louis 
conference. 

Rev H F Johneon, of Mississippi, o{f2red a mi- 
nority report, which he said he subni!tted with 
hesitation. 

Bishop Paine said that these mincx‘ty reports 
caused great delay and useless debate in the 
conference. 

The minority report did not agr°s with the 
majority on the Case of Rev D Morton, on the 
ground that he was no longer a member of the 
Denver conference, but of the Louisyille con- 
ference, and that this was fatal to bia claims as 
a member of the conference. 

Rev 8 Register said he was surprised at the 
minority report. Ailthe questions touched by 
it were fully discussed by the commiitee 

Rev H F Johnaon, of Mississippi, stid he had 
told Dr. Register of his intentions, s:id was sur- 
prised to hear his remarks. 

It was moved by Rey W M Rosh, o! Missouri. 
that the majority report be adopted. 

The president sald the minority veport had 
better first be disposed of. The report was tabled 
and then the majority report was teken up. 

By request Dr McFerrin, of Tennessee, made 
some statements relative to the circumstances 
attending the election of Rey David Morton as 
a clerical delegate from the Denver conference. 
He said that he had not been transferred at the 
time of his election, and that he was unani- 
mously elected and withoutany desire on his 
part to be elected. In answer to * query, Dr 
McFerzin stated that he supposed titat the Den- 
ver conference knew that Afr. Morton 
would be transferred to the Louisville con- 


"= ¥inney having exhausted the regular fif- 
teen minutes, his time was extended by the 
conference. He continued his argument to 
prove that the proposed report was violative of 
the avowed principles of representation estab- 
lished by the church and honored by custom. 

Rey, W. G. Veal, of the Northwest Texas con« 
ference, ask-d if the law had not been complied 
with. Mr Finney replied that there bad been 
a@ misunderstanding as to the numberof dele» 
gates from the St. Louis conference, and hence 
there were not enough lay delegates 
to allow local preachers as a delegate. 

Rey O R Blue, of Alabama, stated that Kev 
Mr Finney had nottouched the point which 
bad been before the committee, though he had 
made a good speech. He had not correctly 
stated the spirit and intents of the law. The 
law says that one in every four of lay delegates 
may be a local preacher, but if a conference has 
only two delegates one ol them may be a local 
preacher. The laity may choose whom they 
pleas? to represent them im the general con- 
ference. 

Mr SH Dent, of Alabama, read the law as laid 
down in the church manual, and contended that 
only one-fourth and no more of the lay dele- 
gation of any conference could be local preach- 
ers. He opposed the report. 
qjRevy H V Philpott, of Texas, spoke in 
favor of the‘ report, stating that it 
fully carried out the spirit of the church law 
on the subject. He anticipated no danger from 
any such precedent as was proposed Imaginary 
dangers had been spoken of. The operation of 
the law as the opponents of the report laid it 
down would be very unjust end inconve:i :t 
He opposed seating any man “‘by grace’ If he 
has 10 right let him stay out. The delegations 
should be regulated by law and right, and not 
‘by grace.”’ The delegate elect clearly hasa 
righi to the seat he has come to fill. 

Rev W M Rush, of Missouri, said he did not 
agree with Dr Finney in his interpretation of 
the law. The law is permissory and not pro- 
hibitory., Conferences may elect local preach- 
ers, but there is no law that they shal! not elect 
local preachers. You cannot deprive the loca) 


ministry of the rights this law confers on them 
THE, POINT. 
The point in the discussion was as to whether 


a conference entitled to less than four lay deles 
gates could elect a local preacher one of them. 
The law states that one fourth of the lay dele. 
gates may be local preachers. Mr, Hogan comes 
as one of two lay delegates from the St. Louis 
conference, which is entitled to but two lay 
delegates. He isa local preacher, Does this 
fact vitiate his membership? This was the 
source Of the entire diecussion by the confer- 
ence. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Rush’s remarks, Rev, 
J. W. Lewis, of St. Louis, read the law on the 
case and proceeded to argue therefrom against 
the right of the delegate toa seat as a delegate, 
He said the law applied to annual conferences, 
if itapplied anywhere. If conferences were too 
small to send enough lay delegates to secure 
one local preacher in the number it was their 
misfortune. If the law is jwrong let us repeal 
it. If it is right let us stick to it. 

Bishop Paine re-assumed the chair. 

Mr. Thomas Branch, of Virginia, said two oi 
the committee differed from the majority, and 
he was one of them and was glad of it. It was 
@ time to cling to law and we must doit. Here 
was plain proposition and the law is clear. He 
was mortified at the indifference on the subject 
of setiing such a bad precedent, which will 
over ride the law. He was willing to allow the 
delegate a place a place as a sitting member, 
but he had do right to be a delegate. He had 
come a long way and perhaps the people ou 
there didn’t know the law. If the law is wrong 
change it; but do not violate it as it stands. 

4 resolution to postpone the consideration of 
the report on the case of Mr Hogan and to refer 
the question of law tothe college of bishops 
was offered by Rev W G Veal, of Northwest 
Texas conference,and was tabled on motion of 
Rev A W Winfield, of Little Rock conference 

Mr McFerrin, of Tennessee, spoke in favor of 
the report, stating that he hai the honor of 
being one of the framers of the law, and knew 
what was intended by it. The local preachers 
were given certain rights by the law, as there 
wes fear that they might be overlooked in the 
general allotment of places to the laity. The 
jaw merely provided that there should not be 
more than one local preacher to every four 
lay delegates. If a conference has more than 
four lay delegates, one of them may be loca) 
preachers, for local preachers are nothing 
more than laymen, He stated in answer to 
questious that it was not intended by the fram - 
ers of the law that when a conference had less 
than four lay delegates, all local preachers 
should be excluded. 

Mr John Hogan, the delegate in question, said 
he did not ssk the conference to seat bim as a 
matter of courtesy. He asked his seat asa right. 
He had been elected by the first ballot of the St 
Louis conference. He came to represent the 
jaity of that conference. If he was not the kcgal 
representative of that conference he had ng 
right here, He asked nocharity, He had been 
® member and a preacher in the church for more 
aun halfa century, and when the separation of 
‘he church took place, he left his old home and 
went to Missouri that he might be with the men 
of his choice. He then argued that the 
law of the church had been fally complied 
with in his case, and he was rightfully elected- 
The rights of local preachers and the law rela~ 
ting to them was clearly expounded. 

Rev Jessee Borivg called the previous ques- 
tion. The call was sustained and the main 
question was put, which was the second item 
of the report, which recommended the seating 
of Mr, Hogan. 

8 H Dent, of Alabama, called for a separate 
vote of the clergy and laity on the question, as 
zhe rules of thechufch allow.

THE BENOH OF BISHOPS. 
PEN PICTURES OF THE MEN WHO SIT THEREDN, 

It will be interesting to all readers ; f 
THE CONSTITUTION to have some idea of the 
lives of the men who fill the bench of bishops 
atthe conference now in session in this city. 
We therefore giye a short sketch of two of 
them this morning, promising the others for to. 
morrow. 

BISHIP ROBERT PAINE, D. D. 

Dr. Paine is the seaolor bishop of the Methodist 
Episcopal church south. He was born in Perron 
county, N C, his father besng a sturdy and re- 
spectable farmer. He was raised in Tennessee, 
and became a Methodis: early in life. In 1818, 
(then being 19 years of age,) he was aimitted to 
the Tennessee conference, and ,was assigned to 
important work at once. He served the church 
regularly until 1829, when he was appointed to 
the presidency of LaGrange:college, a denomi- 
national institution in Franklin county, Ala- 
bama, Atthe conference of 1846, the first held 
under the orgauiz ition of the 
southern church, he was taken from the 
presidency ofthe college, and made a bishop. 
He had been a very active worker ail his |ife, 
and having served in twenty successive anunal 
couferenccs, and was chairman of the commit- 
tee on the plan of separation. 

Bishop Paine is a graceful and accomplished 
writer, the life of Bishop McKendree being 
from his pen. He isnow in tive health with 
uninfpaired mental and physical vigo, and 
many yearsof usefulness are doub:iless ahead 
of hin. 

BISHOP GEO. F PIERCE, 

the Georgia bishop, is well known to the most 
of our readers, He was born in Greene county, 
of this state,in 1811 He was literally borne 
into the Methodist church, his fa:her being one 
of the most venerable men in the service of 
Methodism. He joined the church at Athens, 
Ga., in 1826, and when only 15 years of age, was 
in tull and earnest communion. He studied 
law with the Hon. Geo. F. ter, but felt impelled 
+0 join the rauksof ministers, and therefore Sn 
1831 joined the Georgia conference. He was, 
during his first year of service, the colleague of 
Rev J,O. Andrew, afterward Bishop Andrew. 
He give signs of great promise at first, and in 
his second year was stationed at Savannah. 
In the next year he was transferred to 
the Carolina conference, and served at Charies. 
tion. He returned to Georgia after one sear, 
and was there occupied witb leading stations of 
the church, and wiih her educational institu- 
tions, until in 1848 he was made president of 
Emory college. He held this place until 1852. 
when he was elevated to the episcop:! office. 

Bishop Pierce is probably the most eloquent 
of the bishops, having asplendid presencs3 and 
a silver-tongue, Heie hale, sturday, and the 
honors hangs easily on his shoulders. He 
is a graduate of the University of Georgia,

ZHE HIBERNIAN PICNIC, 


A Pleasant Time—Mr. Toy Probably 
Fatally Weunded. 

The annual picnic of the Hibernian 
benevolent society was celebrated yesterday at 
Buford, Georgia, on the Atlanta and Charlotte 
Air-Line railroad. about thirty-seven miles from 
this city. 

A SPECIAL TRAIN 

wellefilled pulled out of the Union passenger 
depot at seven o’clock in the morning. After a 
most delightful ride of abont two hours, the pic- 
nic party arrived at their destination. The en-« 
tire day was spent in dancing, and the best of 
order was preserved wtntil shortly before the 
departure of the train, when several knock- 
down-and-drag-out fights occurred among a 
number of persons not connected with the ex- 
cursion. 

A special policeman appointed by the marshal 
of Buford had an aijtercation with a Buford pu« 
gilist, in which the latter was pretty badly 
used up. 

A difficulty occurred betwcen Mr. Jno Toy, of 
Atianta,and a man by the name of Ben Murrell 
who is saidtobe a residentof Buford, and is 
known in that vicinity as a dangerous man. 

The affair terminated by Murrell shooting Toy 
in the face with a emall pistol,inflicting a pain- 
ful and probably a fatal wound. 

Parties who witnessed the affair say that 
Murrelland Toy commenced quarreling for 
some cause or other, and that Toy struck Mur- 
rell in the face when the difficulty had wound 
to fighting heat. Upon receiving the blow, Mur- 
relied pulled out his pistol and fired at Toy, 
striking in the fleshy gart of the face to the left 
of the nose. Murrell then 

TOOK TO HIS HEELS 


and ran with all his speed in the direction of the 
woods. He was pursued by a uumber of the 
friends of Toy and several of the citizeas of 
Buford, who became perfectiy enraged at the 
shooting. A number of shots were fired at the 
fugitive with a-wiew of bringing him toa hat 
An eye witness to the whole effair says that 
about eight shots were fired at Murrell, 
and that one shot took effect, but did 
not put a stop to the flight of 
the would- be murderer, who reached the shel- 
ter of the woods and made his escape from the 
pursuing party. 

Toy rece'ved the attention of a physician of 
Butord, who was summoned to the relief of the 
wounded man. 

He was assisted on board the train, and upon 
his arrival in this city Dr. Willis F. Westmore- 
land visited him at bis residence, No. 11 north 
Calhoun street. An examination of the wound 

DEVELOPED THE FACT 
tiat the ball had ranged along the side of the 
face to the back of the neck, where it lodged 
and caonot be found. Dr. Wesimoreland will 
to-day endeavor to remove the ball. 

Mr. Toy was bieeding profusely from the 
wound last evening, and was consideredina 
most critical condition.
